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But as stated the proposition is not B 


now one. When the present law was 
under discussion in the senate the late 
Senator Plumb offered an amendment 
providing for the appointment of a com- 
mission to which should be committed 
the subject of the tariff for investiga- 
tion as to its effects upon wages and 
prices. The commission was to recom- 
mend from time to thne such changes 
in the law as changed conditions of 
business justified or made necessary. 
The amendment, however, did not pre- 
vail, and was not seriously pressed by 
the mover.

Ono of the first matters to be brought 


before the senate will be the Washburn 
nntioption bill, which has 
already 


passed the house, and has shown that 
it lius a clear majority in favor of its 
passage in the senate. The title of the 
bill is, "H. R. 7845, An Act Defining 
Options and Futures, Imposing Special 
Taxes on Dealers Therein, • and Re- 
quiring Such Persons Engaged in Soil- 
ing Certain Products to Obtain License, 
and for Othor Purposes." Its provis- 
ions arc so swooping that they would 
practically, it is charged, shut the Chi- 
cago wheat pit, the New Orleans cot- 
ton exchange, and other institutions of 
like character. 


A strong opposition was developed to 


tin- bill in thu btmate, but there was a 
htill stronger movement in its favor. 
Mr. Wftshbuvn, of Minnesota, who had 
tho bill iu charge, only consented to 
lay it aside, bo as to allow of au ad- 
join nment of congress, when August 
had far advanced, on condition that it 
should bo made tho first special order 
for the next session, and should bo 
fought out to a finish.

Tho senate has a number of other

Secretary of the Treasury Foster, to 
whom the law requires that all esti- 
mates shall be sent prior to thn meet- 
ing of congress, has already intimated 
informally that those estimates will 
simply bo a duplication of the appro- 
priations which congress has already 
agreed to bo necessary this year, and 
Liuit no recommendations will bo made 
for liny increases of expenditure or

force. The one exception, upon 


which a lively discussion may bo looked 
for, is that part of the sundry civil bill 
which makes appropriation for ox- 
ponsos of tho United States courts, 
commissioners and marshals and dep- 
uty marshals 


Mr. Alllscfti stated to the senate, who* 


reporting tho sundry civil bill for this 
year as agreed upon in conference, that 
tho reductions nuulo by the honso would 
inevitably result in a deficiency. Tho 
senate wished to appropriate $900,000 
for foos and expenses of United States 
marshals and deputies; the house cut 
tho amount down to 5005,000 and stuck 
to that figure.

To a few intimate personal and po- 


litical friends only has he been visible. 
Among them are ox-Secretary Whitney, 
Senator Oorman, Congressmen Little 
and Richard Watson Gilder. 


It was at first rumored that Mr. 


Cleveland was engaged in the prepara- 
tion of a statement which he would 
make public, but yesterday this was 
denied by Secretary O'Brien, who said: 
"I don't think Mr. Cleveland will be 
heard from until March." 


On Saturday afternoon Mr. Cleveland 


stirred abroad for the first time, and 
took a short drive through Central 
park, returning In time for dinner, 
after which he retreated to his study.

LONDON, Nov. 14.—The demonstra- 


tion in Trafalgar square yesterday to 
celebrate the fifth 
anniversary of 


"Bloody Sunday," was attended by an 
enormous crowd. 
The largest open 


space round Nelson's column was cov- 
ered with men and women who began 
gatheriag by thousands long before 
anybody appeared on any of the plat- 
forms. On the east side of the square 
the crowd reached well into the strand 
by the time the speakers arrived, and 
the approaches through Parliament 
street 
and Northumberland avenue 


were thronged for 300 or 300 yards back. 


Few policemen were in sight, but in 


Scotland Yard a large_body of reserves, 
was held in readiness for action. The 
meeting, however, was perfectly or- 
derly and the speeches were moderate. 


James Tims, the Battersea radical 


leader, presided at the principal stand. 
The most conspicuous speakers were 
Charles Vansittart Conybeare, M. P. 
for the Gainborne division of Cornwall; 
John Burns; William Saunders, M. P. 
for the Walworth division of Newing- 
ton; Dr. Avellng and Mrs. Aveling, 
Kare Marx's daughter. 


All the speakers were cheered enthu- 


siastically, especially the Avelings, who 
received an ovation from the many so- 
cialists present. 


In his opening address Chairman Tims 


contrasted the proclamation of 
&ir 


diaries Warren, police commissioner 
in 1887, with the intimation of the 
present police commissioner that six 
platforms would bo granted. He ad- 
vocated that the open spaces of the 
city and the police force be placed un- 
der the exclusive control of the London 
county council. 


Mr. Conybeare spoke in favor of the 


city's finding work for the tens of 
thousands of 
unemployed men now 


walking the streets in search of work. 
Ho protested, however, against the re- 
cent demonstrations on Tower hill, 
and disclaimed all sympathy with .the 
anarchistic utterances of the Tower 
hill agitators. 


Mrs. 
Aveling made 
probably the 


most moderate and sensible speech of 
her life. She said that the government 
might do much now left undone to 
solve the labor problem which would 
always exist, whether in republic or 
monarchy, whether under a govern- 
ment like that of the queen, a despot 
like the ozar of Russia, or an absolut- 
istie sovereign like the emperor of Ger- 
many. 


Johns Burns opened his address witli 


a mention of the fact that five years 
had passed since he and Cunningham 
Graham received a sound thrashing. 
The men of influence among the work- 
ingmen, he said, could best celebrate 
the anniversary by seeking to relievo 
the suffering of London's unemployed 
thousands. He advocated the aboli- 
tion of overtime labor among employes 
of the governmentf and in the same 
connection he expressed regret that the 
directors of the great Northern rail- 
way had not been in the places of the 
sufferers from the Thlrsk collision, as 
"By good rights their greets should 
have swept their carcasses to eternity." 


In conclusion Burns advised the 


building of needed public works in 
order that employment might be given 
to idle laborers.' 


After the meeting the enormous 


crowd melted away as quietly as it had 
gathered. Hundreds of red flags were 
carried by men round the platforms 
during the meeting, but there was little 
else to indicate the presence of extreme 
socialists and anarchists.

'Go to Devonshire in July for cool 
weather,' we were told. We did and 
sweltered. 
The traditional 'green' 


English lanes were brown and dry. It 
wasn't much better on the continent. 
At one place after 4 in the afternoon a 
chill mut always settled that pene- 
trated one'e very bones; at others sud- 
den drenching showers were daily oc- 
currences. 


"I should think Europeans who come 


over here must marvel at our monot- 
ony of glorious sunny days, with our 
charming summer twilights fading slow- 
ly into radiant starlit nights, when one 
can be abroad till midnight without 
risk. As we sailed up the bay last week 
under a sky more brilliantly blue than 
any I saw in Italy and through an at- 
mosphere that would have made a Lon- 
doner think the millennium had come, 
if he should ever see one so clear, and I 
realized that this was just a common 
New York day, that nobody noticed ex- 
cept rejoicing prodigals like ourselves, 
my heart swelled with delight that I 
was American born and home again."—

C. Jones, chairman of the democratic 
state committee; Briodenthall, chair- 
man of the people's party committee, 
and Jerry Simpson. The object waste 
create sympathy for Simpson and aid 
in his election, 


"The plan," soys Secretary Harvey, 


"was to have Simpson return to his dis- 
trict and be waylaid and beaten and 
bruised in the pretended effort to as- 
sassinate him, the letters to be found 
regarding the employment of a man to 
murder him, as 1ms been published, 
and the whole to offset southern out- 
rages and create sympathy for Simp- 
son. 
During the discussion of this 


scheme Jerry objected to being beaten 
and bruised, but he was talked out of 
the opinion, and agreed to undergo the 
punishment, but Insisted that the fel- 
low who did the pounding must not 
carry it too far." 


Mr. Harvey further says that "owing 


to the blunder of Simpson's district 
chairman, the letters offering {2,000 
reward to the man who would murder 
Simpson were found, and the sham at- 
tempt at assassination was prevented. 
Then Gen. Weaver and 
Chairman 


Briodenthal urged Harvey to hire some 
one to walk beside Weaver's carriage 
and pelt him with eggs so that the out- 
rages in the south might bo repeated 
in Kansas, the object being to place the 
blame on republicans. 


The exposure by Harvey has created 


a great deal of excitement hero and 
many threats are mndo against him. 
Ho went to his home, ilfteen miles 
from Topeka, yesterday, and a tele- 
gram was sent him advising him not to 
return to Topeka.

A Formidable Blot Grow* Out of an At- 


tack Upon Nonunion X.n. 


HOMESTEAD, Pa, Nov 14.—The period 


of comparative quiet which has pre- 
vailed m Homestead since the militia 
left died out yesterday, and the pent-up 
fee'ings of the strikers broke out afresh 
m a riot in which at least fifty shots 
were fired, bnt, miraculously, no per- 
son was killed, though a score were hit 
by flying bullets 


A party of seven colored nonunion 


men were on their way to their board- 
ing houses about 4 45 o'clock yesterday 
afternoon when a man, supposed to be 
a striker, attacked two of the negroes, 
Charles Carroll and Fred Lewis. Lewis 
was knocked down This was a signal 
for a large crowd to gather at the 
scene of the trouble 
Lewis' com- 


panion came to his rescue, and a terri- 
ble riot took place between the colored 
men on one side and the crowd, sup- 
posed to be all stiikers, on the other 


The two sides fought desperately and 


fired their revolvers, and slashed each 
other with knives at close quarters for 
seveial minutes, when the negroes 
made a dash through the crowd for 
their boarding house. They were fol- 
lowed by the booting, bloodthirsty 
crowd, which by 'his time numbered at 
least 9,000 men, women and children 
The crowd fired and threw atones at 
tbe fleeing negroes, who returned th. 
file on the crowd, and how so many es- 
caped instant death U a miracle.

WASHINGTON, Nov. 14. —Three weeks 
rom to-day the fifty-second congress 
v ill moot In final session.

or tho time of the important worlt yet

Ono of the first matters to be brought 
icforo tho senate will be tho Washburn

«(f Certain Products to Obtain License, 
md for Other Purposes." Its pi-ovis- 
ons are so swooping; that they would 
micticiilly, it is charged, shut the Chi-

ike character. 


A strong opposition was developed to 


In* bill in tho faonate, but there was n 
.till stronger movement in its favor, 
klr. Wushburn, of Minnesota, who had 
ho bill iu charge, only con&cntcd to 
ay it aside, f,o as to allow of an ad- 
ouinment of congress, when August 
iad far advanced, on condition that it 
hould bo made tho first special order 
or the next session, and should bo 
ought out to a linihli. This accord- 
ngly has to bo done.

mportant house bills on its calendar,

Tho QuetUon Which Now, lor tho First 


Tlzna, Serlouely Gonlrouts

WASHINGTON, Nov. 14.—Tho sugges- 


tion that congress pass n low nnthor- 
i/.lng tho appointment ol a commission 
to prepare a revislcn of tho tariff is 
not a now one. It is mado in naswer 
to the demand that President-elect 
Cleveland shall call a special sossion of 
congress as soon as ho enters upon the 
discharge of tho duties of his office, a 
demand which meets almost as much 
opposition as it does favor among dem- 
ocrats. Tho commission idea, it is 
thought by its proposers, will llkoly re- 
ceive more general favor for tho rea- 
son tha.t it provides a way by which de- 
lay shall bo avoided in the matter of 
tariff reform, while at tho same time 
evading nil tho objections that may'be 
raised W an cxtri session. 


The plan proposed is to have the 


commission appointed as soon as Presi- 
dent 
Clovland 
goes 
into 
offlec, 


BO that it may work on a revision 
that shall be ready for consideration by 
congress, whon it meets in December, 
1808. 
The work being done by experts 


nud disinterested agents of tho gov- 
ernment,- it is presumed, will com- 
mend itself to tho favorable judgment 
of tho now congress, and in a short 
Wine after organizing congress will be 
in a position to intelligently enter upon 
o general system of tariff legislation. 


To become effective, however, this 


suggestion must receive the co-opera- 
tion of the present republican senate, 
nnd It is doubtful that such eo-opera- 
tlou would bo given.

ts Fifth Anniversary Celebrated 


In Trafalgar Square, 


ATTENDED BT AN ENORMOUS CROWD. 


Moderate Speeches and the Advocacy 


of Lawful Measures the Theme of 


the Speakers—Meeting of So- 


cialists and Anarchists. 


LOHDOU, Nov. 14.—The demonstra- 


tion in Trafalgar square yesterday to 
celebrate 
the fifth anniversary of 


'Bloody Sunday," was attended by an 
enormous crowd. 
The largest open 


space round Nelson's column was cov- 
:red with men and women who began 
gatheriag by thousands long before 
anybody appeared on any of the plat- 
brms. On the east side of the square 
>he orowd reached well into the strand 
)y the time the speakers arrived, and 
the approaches through Parliament 
street and Northumberland ayenuo 
were thronged for 300 or 300 yards back. 


Few policemen were in sight, but in 


Scotland Yard a large body of reserves, 
was held in readiness for action. The 
meeting-, however, was perfectly or- 
derly and the speeches were moderate. 


James Tims, the Battersea radical 


eacler, presided at the principal stand, 
["he most conspicuous speakers were 
Charles Vansittart Conybeare, M. P. 
*or the Gamborne division of Cornwall; 
bhn Burns; William Saunders, M. P. 
or the Walworth division of Newing- 
on; Dr. Avellng and Mrs. Aveling, 
Kare Marx's daughter. 


All the speakers were cheered onthu- 


iiastically, especially the Avelings, who 
received an ovation from the many so- 
cialists present. 


In hia opening address Chairman Tims 


contrasted the proclamation of Sir 
ihartes Warren, police commissioner 
a 1887, with the intimation of the 
>resent police commissioner that six 
>latforms would bo granted. He ad- 
•ocated that the open spaces of the 
city and the police force be placed un- 
der the exclusive control of the London 
county council. 


Mr. Conybeare spoke in favor of the 


city's finding work for the tens of 
ihousands of 
unemployed men now 


walking the streets in search of work. 
Jo protested, however, against the ro- 
cent demonstrations on Tower hill, 
and disclaimed all sympathy with .tho 
anarchistic utterances of tho Tower 
lill agitators. 


Mrs. Aveling made 
probably the 


most moderate and sensible speech of 
jer life. She said that the government 
might do much now left undone to 
solve the labor problem which would 
always exist, whether in republic or 
monarchy, whether under a govern- 
ment like that of the queen, a despot 
like the czar of Russia, or an absolut- 
istic sovereign like the emperor of Ger- 
many. 


Johns Burns opened his address with 


a mention of the fact that five years 
iad passed since he and Cunningham 
3raham received a sound thrashing. 
The men of influence among the work- 
ingmen, he said, could best celebrate 
the anniversary by seeking to relievo 
the suffering of London's unemployed 
thousands. He advocated the aboli- 
tion of overtime labor among employes 
of the government* aud iu the same 
connection ho expressed regret that the 
directors of the great Northern rail- 
way had not been in the places of the 
sufferers from the Thirsk collision, UB 
"By good rights their greets should 
have swept their carcasses to eternity." 


In conclusion Burns advised tho 


building of needed public works in 
order that employment might be given 
to idle laborers.' 


After the meeting the enormous 


crowd melted away as quietly as it had 
gathered. Hundreds of red flaps were 
carried by men round the platforms 
during tha meeting, but there was little 
else to indicate the presence of extreme 
socialists and anarchists. 


Last evening- three more meeting's 


were held in anarchist club halls to 
celebrate the memory of tho "Chicago 
martyrs." The speeches were, without 
exception, violent and inflammatory. 
The speakers invariably urged their 
hearers to follow the examples of Par- 
sons and Ravachol, proclaim death to 
the capitalists and hunt down their 
enemies, however and whenever they 
could do BO most advantageously.

We drove out to Rosalind castle 


from Edinburgh in the most pitiless 
rainstorm I ever experienced, so that 
historic place baa also a wet blanket 
Shrown over it for all time in my mind. 
'Go to Devonshire in July for cool 
weather,' we were told. We did and 
sweltered. 
The traditional 'green' 


English lanes were brown and dry. It 
wasn't much better on the continent. 
At one place after 4 in the afternoon a 
chill mut always settled that pene- 
trated one'e very bones; at others sud- 
den drenching showers were daily oc- 
currences. 


"I should think Europeans who come 


over here must marvel at our monot- 
ony of glorious sunny days, with our 
charming summer twilights fading slow- 
ly into radiant starlit nights, when one 
can be abroad till midnight without 
risk. As we Bailed up the bay last week 
under a sky more brilliantly blue than 
any I saw in Italy and through an at- 
mosphere that would have made a Lon- 
doner think the millennium had come, 
1 he should ever sec one so clear, and I 
realized that this was just a common 
New York day, that nobody noticed ex- 
cept rejoicing prodigals like ourselves, 
my heart swelled with delight that I 
was American born and home again."—

The Modern Canoe. 


Canoes are now built for special pur- 


poses, and ono canoe is not expected to 
ill every need. The open Canadian 
style is used for pleasure paddling 
either with the single or double blade, 
and even the sailing men bring these 
boats to camp, in addition to their rac- 
ing canoes, for general use—and "girl- 
ing."

C. Jones, chapman of the democratic1 
state committee; Brlodenthall, chair- 
man of the people's party committee, 
and Jerry Simpson. The object was to 
create sympathy for Simpson and aid 
in his election, 


"The plan," says Secretary Harvey, 


"was to have Simpson return to his dis- 
trict and be waylaid and beaten and 
bruised in the pretended effort to as- 
sassinate him, the letters to be found 
regarding the employment of a man to 
murder him, as has been published, 
and the whole to offset southern out- 
rages and create sympathy for Simp- 
son. 
During- Ihe discussion of this 


scheme Jerry objected to being beaien 
and bruised, but he was talked out of 
the opinion, and agreed to undergo the 
punishment, but insisted that the fel- 
low who did the pounding must not 
carry it too far." 


Mr. Harvey further »ays that "owing 


to the blunder of Simpson's district 
chairman, the letters offering {2,000 
reward to the man who would murder 
Simpson were found, and the sham at- 
tempt at assassination was prevented. 
Then Gen. Weaver and Chairman 
Briodenthal urged Harvey to hire some 
one to walk beside Weaver's carriage 
and pelt him with eggi so that the out- 
rages in the south might bo repeated 
in Kansas, the object being to place the 
blame on republicans. 


The exposure by Harvey has created 


a great deal of excitement hero and 
many threats arc made against him.

BLOODSHED AT HOMBSTBAD. 


A Formldaela Blot Grow* Out ot aa At- 


tack tTpon Nonunion Ken. 


HOMBSTEAD, Pa., Nov. 14.—The period 


of comparative quiet whloh has pre- 
vailed in Homestead since the militia 
left died out yesterday, and the pent-up 
lee'.ings ol the strikers broke out afresh 
in a riot in which at least fifty shots 
were fired, but, miraculously, no per- 
son was killed, though a score were hit 
by flying bullets. 
, 


A party of seven colored nonunion 


men were on their way to their board- 
ing houses about 4:45 o'clock yesterday 
afternoon when a man, supposed to be 
a striker, attacked two of the negroes, 
Charles Carroll and Fred Lewis. Lewis 
was knocked down. This waa a signal 
for a large crowd to gather at the 
scene of the trouble. Lewis' com- 
panion came to his rescue, and a terri- 
ble riot took place between the colored 
men on one side and the crowd, sup- 
posed to be all strikers, on the other. 


The two sides fought desperately and 


fired their revolvers, and slashed each 
other with knives at close quarters for 
several minutes, when the negroes 
made a dash through the crowd far 
their boarding house. They were fol- 
lowed by the hooting, bloodthirsty 
crowd, which by 'his time numbered at 
least 9,000 men, •women and children. 
The crowd fired and threw atones at 
the fleeing negroes, who returned the 
fire on the crowd, and how so many es- 
caped instant death Is a miracle. 


At least two dozen people were In- 


jured by flying missies, but so far as 
can be learned none were killed. The 
seven negroes and a number of strikers 
have been arrested. 


The greatest excitement prevails, and 


more deputies have been asked for.

CHICAGO, Nov. 14.—A shooting affair, 


which will probably cause the loss of 
three lives, took place in a disorderly 
house at 477>£ Clark street, kept by- 
Prank Whittaker and Susie Hew, at 1 
o'clock yesterday morning. ' Charles 
Eyan, of Sycamore, 111., called at the 
house and tried to induce the Hess 
woman to leave Whittaker and go with 
him. 
This she declined to do, and 


told Ryan to leave the house. While 
they were talking Whittaker entered 
the room. Ryan drew a revolver from 
his pocket, and pressing the muizle 
against the Hess woman's right side, 
pulled the trigger The bullet passed 
through the woman's body and lodged 
in the left side. Eyan then turned 
around and fired two shots at Whit- 
taker. One of the bullets struck Whit- 
taker on the left side of the back, pats- 
tog through his body. 


After gazing for an instant on bis 


victims, Eyan stepped hastily Into an 
adjoining room, and placing the revol- 
ver to his head, sent a bullet through 
his brain, killing himself instantly.
